CHARACTER OF ANDREW JACKSON. 

We eopy the following eloquent description of the cha- 
racter of Andre v Jackson from the Brooklyn Advocate.

Andrew Jackson, President of the United States, the

The friend of liber- 
iy, and the firm and unyielding enemy of tyranny; the 
hero of two wars ; a Wellington in the field, and a Wash- 
ington in the cabinet. In ’76, he fought and bled for his 
country. “Liberty or Death’ was his motto. The 
wound he at that time received is visible still, and the 
scar of that wound he will carry to the grave, as a tro- 
phy of victory. In 1312 he was called out by his coun- 
try 4 second time to protect her rights, and avenge her

Warm and inflamed as were the Nulli- 
fiers, full well they knew the President's calibre, and 
that if once the Rubicon was passed by them, it would 
not be his eagles merely, but himself at their head they 
should have to look upon. As the popular adage ex- 
presses it, “they took w:t in their anger,’”’ and were in- 
duced to disband their ‘roops, return to their homes, and 
demean themselves as peaceable citizens of the govern- 
ment of their own free and unrestrained choice. Such 
was the benign result of the President's Proclamation.— 
He was hailed at that time, by all parties, as the deliver- 
er of his country from civil war and bloodshed. The 
last and most inveterate enemy of al! which he has to 
contend with, at present, is the United States Bank.—
